treasuries, with all that this may. imply.

The ones for whom it was all in- 
tended to be sure were unmindfu!l alike of 
their dangers and of the attémpt to save 
them, and slept peacefully through most of the 
lecture in their mothers’ arms. 
The interested attention. however, of the 
large number of parents who came from the 
darkest quarters of the city to get the benefit 
of the instruction, encouraged the nurses and 
the doctors over the prospect for their sum- 
mer campaign for infant welfare. Dr. Yar- 
rows explained in detail what the diet for 
mothers should be, what the diet for babies 
should be, and what was hygienic for both 
babies and mothers. ° 

Tells How to Care for Baby. 
Miss Christine Jeffek explained the appli- 
hces detrimental and favorable for the sat- 
sfactery rearing of the baby, of all oft which 
she showed samples. She told the interested 
spectators how to make up a bed, how to 
place the baby in the bed, and how tomakea 
baby bed for a dollar out of a basket, softened 
with paddimgs. She also showed how to 
make an icebox out of a bucket and how to 
keep quantities of milk in such an icebox. 
Then, too, she showed how successfully milk 
could be kept sanitary and sweet when placed 
in bottles in a clean bucket and put where cool 
water flows over it. : 
She told further of how td care for baby’s 
eyes and baby’s ears, and in other ways she 
told the moghers how to get the little chaps 
through the trowblous summer.

Plans to End Duplication.

The value of the bureau of corpora- 
tlans lies in the publicity given to the re- 
sults of its investigations. Although the in-

CARS STONED FROM HOUSES 


Builders in Philadelphia Take 
Part in Strike Rioting. 


TRAFFIC STOPS AT. DARK. 


Only -One-Fifth of Regular Schedule 
Kept Up by System. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 1.—The first ordi- 
nary business day since the beginning of the 
street car strike last Saturday closed with 
conditions practically unchanged. The trac- 
tion company notified its men that those who 
had been discharged for striking would be 
taken back if they reported for work at once. 

Men who had been discharged for trifling 
offenses in the past also were welcomed back: 
With the aid of recruits hired in this and 
other cities the company was able to run 
700 of its 3,300 cars until nightfall, making 
no further attempt to continue traffic until 
tomorrow. 

Workmen employed in the erection of a 
high building at Chestnut and Thirteenth 
streets showered nails and other missiles on 
a passing car today. No arrests were made, 
but the police notified the buliders thet a 
repetition of the occurrence would result in 
all work on the building being stopped until 
after the close of the strike. 


Refuse to Meet Seamen.. 


Cleveland, O., June 1.—80 far as the officers 
or members of the Lake Carriers’ association 
are concerned the strike of the lake seamen 
will continue.

Plaintiff Says Much Money Was Wasted 
in a Sea Venture. 


Saratoga, N. T., June 1.—[Special.]—Alleg- 
ing that Perry Belmont, Stuyvesant Fish, and 
other directors of the Commonwealth Trust 
Company of New York, formerly the Trust 
Company of the Republic, lost $1,500,000 of 
the trust company’s funds through Investing 
them in the United States Shipbuilding com- 
pany, which afterwards became defunct, 
Charles H. Kavanaugh of Waterford, N. T., 
today appeared before Justice Van Kirk in 


the Supreme court in this village as plaintiff 


in a suit forthat amount. Kavanaugh in his 
complaint alleges he owned 100 shares of 
stock in the Trust Company of the Republie 
and sues to recover from the directors what 
the other stockholders lost. 

Hiram C. Todd of counsel? for Mr. Kava- 
naugh charged that the trust company had 
falsified its accounts in its first semi-annual 
report to the state superintendent of banks 
to the extent of $1,000.000, that capital, sur- 
plus, and deposits of the trust company 
had been used in the shipbuilding enterprise; 
that there had been “‘ padded cash accounts 
and padded loans, and that excessivé 
loans, both secured and unsecured, had been 
made to officers and directors. 

Mr. Todd said that in one day loans aggre- 
gating $2,622,187 had been made to Lewis 
Nixon, while the company’s capital was 
about $1,000,000. He told of the organization 
of the Sheldon syndicate to take over the 
shipbuilding company’s securities, and of the 
payment to the trust company of $4,125,000 
to reimburse it for moneys borrowed and 
guaranteed owing to the shipbuilding com- 
pany, but said that this amount failed by at 
least $1,000,000 to make good the losses.

“Tt was not long before it was srread 
abroad that his picture was in the rogues’ 
gallery and he was gibed and twitted of it 
in the streets.

At the 
close of the year the charge against policy- 
holders for loans on their policies in com- 
les that reported was $862,029,417,. re- 
ducing the insurance protection of $10,497,- 
923,509 to $10,135,894,182. The apparent in- 
crease of the loans on policies by the com- 
les that reported to the state of New York 
in 1907 was $72,587,825, as compared with the 
increase of $27,279,826 in 1906. 

In the estimate of the payments of all kinds 
to the amount of $480,811,000 in 1968 the 
amount paid for lapsed, surrendered, and 
purchased policies by all of the regular life 
insurance companies in the United States was 
more than $74,000,000, indicating an effect of 
the financial scare. The amount for the sim- 
lar account in 1907 was about $59,000,000. 


Partly Offset by Dividends. 


An offset, in part, to the amount paid for 
purrendered policies was the amount of divi- 
dends paid to persistent policyholders, the 
returns of companies to the New York de- 
partment showing nearly $52,840,000, an ap- 
parent increase of $7,730,000.

J. I. Dimery Says His. Tenant, 


cent of Gambling. 


a. K. Dimery. president ot the T. W. wil- 
marth company, 261 Wabash avenue, last 
night stated that he will have witnesses, if 
necessary, to. t ng conditions 
in the rooms of the Southern Whist club on 
the fourth floor previous to the explosion: 
which wrecked the interior of the building 
on Monday night. 

Mr. Dimery Won Jeased ihe 
fourth: floor of the building to the club, and 
that the afternoon preceding the explosion 
players in the club were driven out by the 
smell of gas prior to 6 o'clock, and that per- 
sonally he knows the club to have been closed 
at that time. 

As to whether. the organization was a 
gambling club, Mr. Dimery said he was of the 
opinion that its size and appointments did 
not merit 8 designation; that H. Levy, who 
signed the lease, in his opinion was not a 
gambler. However, Mr. Dimery granted the 
theory that the elusive. bomb artist of the 
gambling world who has been perpetrating a 
series of explosions may have been responsi- 
: ble for the explosion about which. there is 
much dispute. 


Calls It Question of Time. 

It is difficult to say whether the message 
to the City Press association said to have 
been telephoned by a man calling himself 
the bomb thrower ' reached there just before 
or just after the explosion,” said Mr. Dimery. 
“If it reached there before. the explosion [ 
am tree to admit thet it must have been a 
bomb that did the damage. 

“ As to the Southern Whist club, Mr. Levy 
was one of the signers of the lease and so far 
as I know there was nothing up there worthy 
of the name of gambling. The only para- 
phernalia consisted of one or two round ta- 
bles such as might be used in a private resi- 
dence for card games ancia pool table or two. 

“Today a man came to me and said he 
would testify that the smell of gas was so 
strong in the rooms in the afternoon that it 
was found necessary to elose the place. I was 
in the building about a quarter to 6 and the 
club was closed then.“ 

The recipients of the telephone message 
said that it ‘arrived about the same time that 
the fire alarm was rung in. 


Bomb Thrower “Starting Again.”’ 
The message Monday night was as follows: 
„This is the bomb thrower again. I've just 

touched off one at 261 Wabash avenue. 
There is a gambling place on the top floor 
there.. I haven't done anything for a good

THE CLOTHING DUT 

With the clothing duties what they are 
the man who imported a summer suit of 
the quality retailing here for $15. would 
have to pay on it a duty of $4.76. On a 
Winter suit of the same cost he would 
have to pay $5.64. The same duty would 
be collected on a $15 winter overcoat. 
Neither the house nor the senate tariff 
bill reduce’ the duties which such goods 
would have to pay, although they: are, 
prohibitive. If the duties were lowered 
the consumer would get his suits and his 
overcoat for less money. 8 

Woolen underwear costing $1.50 at 
retail is imported to some extent. The 
duty is 41½ cents, or over one-fourth of 
the retail price. On woolen hose retail- 
ing for 50 cents the duty is 18 cents. Ou 
25 cent cotton hose the duty is 65 cents 
a dozen, and the framers of the Payne 
bill would raise it to 85 cents. On wom- 
en's cotton dresses retailing at 610 the 
duty is $2.55. Neither the committee on 
ways and means nor the committee on 
finance recommends a lower duty. 

These are intereating figures for all who 
have small incomes. The wage earner 
with a family who makes about $1,000 a 
year finds food the largest item of ex- 
penditure. Next comes rent, usually, and 
then clothing. It uses up about 15 per 
cent of his income. If he could buy for 
himself, his wife, and his children cloth-

The president of the 
United States has touched the golden key 
that was sent him as a spuvenir of the 
formal opening of the gates in response 
to. the electric flash across the continent.

| of expositions. It is the grander exhibit 
ot nature that will attract. 


The carefully 
prepared grotinds of the University of 
Washington furnish the localized objec- 
tive point. But the snowy mountains 
looming up grandly on the horizon, and 
all the wealth of natural resources of the 
region beyond the Rockies have the real 
drawing power. 

To thousands of citizens of the United 
States the words the great west mean 
little. They are provincial as a rule. 
The New Englander is provincial. 80 is 
the New Yorker. So, in less degree, is 


the resident of Illinois who has never 


crossed the great divide. What the ob- 
serving eye sees on the long trip to the 
Pacific coast and what the reflecting mind 
stores up in its treasure,house of them- 
ory ate worth far more than the displays 
in the artistic buildings or the passing 
amusements of the “ Pay Streak.”

ANDREW JOHNSON. 

A Memorial day feature was the deco- 
ration of the grave of Andrew Johnson in 
the cemetery of Greeneville, Tenn. Per- 
haps 5,000 people witnessed the ceremony. 
In connection with the other events on 
the program the Andrew Johnson Me- 
morial association as organized. There 
were someepresent who proclaimed with 
pride that they had known the man of the 
hour in the stormy days of the civil war. 


A son of Tennessee came from New York 


to set forth in glowing eloquence the 
homely virtues of one who has been little 
esteemed by his countrymen. 

The loyalty of Johnson in standing by 
the union when other southern senators 
left the capital to join the confederacy 
has been overlooked. Long after his na- 
tive state had withdrawn to east its lot 
with the other seceding commonwealths 
Tennessee, out of the union, was repre- 
sented by this uncompromising man in 
the upper house at Washington. Ags Lin- 
coln's first appointed military governor 
he labored faithfully to restore the state 
to its. former proper practical place iu 
the union. His fidelity won for him the 
vice presidency and led to his exaltation 
to the higher position when Lincoln died. 

What followed as the difficulties of re- 
construction thickened everybody knows. 
The widening of the breach between the 
president and congress was inevitable, 
perhaps. The temper of the former south- 
ern Democrat was distinctly different 
from that of the gentle hero from Ulinois 
Whose succ@ssor, fate made him. It is 
not hard to point out the stages of a con- 


- flict that left him outside the ranks of 


the party. The trend of events left him 
in an unfortunate position so far as the 
opinion of his contemporaries was con- 


| cerned,’ 


But there are a good many signs of a 
better feeling toward Johnson. It is re 
flected in many recent publications treat- 
ing of, the reconstruction period. The 
theories of the radical Republicans have 
not stood the test of the years as their 
advocates thought they would. And as 
things have developed the opinions of the 
president have gained greater favor in 
connection with the softening effects of 
time. The organization of an association 
to perpetuate the memory of Andrew 
Johnson will not bring him popularity, 
It may, however, help to secure a fairer 
appreciation ef his merits, abundant al- 
lowance for his defects being made al- 
Ways.

Time has dealt lightly with both the duke 
and duchess, and while the duke (who is both 
Knight of the Garter, Knight of the Thistle, 
captain genéral and commander of the 
king's ancient Scottish bodyguard of archers, 
as well as chieftain of the historic clan of 
Scott), looks considerably younger than his 
years, no one to see the duchess standing 
immediately to the rear of the queen at the 
courts at Buckingham palace would ever 
dream that she Was over 73. 


— 

She is the eldest of the daughters of the 
late duke of Abercorn, the duke of Lord 
Beaconsfield’s novel, Lothair,* and who 
was 80 magnificent in his appearance and in 
his ways that King Edward used to nickname 
him “ Old Splendid.“ Among her sisters are 
the marchlonesses of Blandford and of Lands- 
downe. Her nephews include the dukes of 
Roxburghe and of Marlborough. While her 
husband is the head of the clan of Scott, she 
may be said to dominate the so-called clan 
of “hungry” but comely Hamiltons, who 
with thetr matrimonial ramifications and at- 
filiations are more influential than any other 
in English society. 

Burke's “‘ Peerage” and similar works of 
reference describe the sixth duke of Buec- 
cleuch, who is also eighth duke of Queens- 
berry, as descended from Sir Richard le 
Scot, @ personage of great distinction in the 
reign of Alexander III. of Scotland and of 
Edward I. of England.” Yet according to old 
Scottish traditiön the dukes of Buccleuch are 
descended from an outlaw and a poacher who 
lived much earller- namely: in the reign of 
King Kenneth Macalpine. It seems that the 
outlaw, John, was following the king and the 
latter’s huntsmen through one of the royal 
forests. The stag which the king was stalk- 
ing stood at bay in a narrow chasm or 

cleuch,“ in border parlance, and no man 
durst follow” but the outlaw John, who, 

* seizing the buck by the horns, threw it on 
its back, and. exhibiting a pretty enough feat 
of strength, threw it at the king's feet 

There was nothing left for the monarch to 
do but to revoke the decree of outlawry 
against John and to christen him Buck 
Clewch,” or Buccleuch.“ It is this John the 
outlaw, therefore, who was the founder of the 
great ducal house of Buccleuch in Scotland.

One of ite members, Sir Walter Scott of 
Buccleuch, flgures in The Lay of the Last 
Minstrel“ as the laird who Made a gallant 
hut abortive attempt to rescue the Scottish 
king, James V., from the control of the ear! 
of Angus. It was his great-grandson who 
was the first Lord Scott of Buccleuch and 
warden of the west marches, while his son 
Walter in turn was created first earl of Buc- 
cleuch, with remainder to his heirs, botilr 
male and female. This earl’s granddaugh- 
ter, Lady Anne, inherited all his vast estates, 
as well as his earldom of Buccleuch and 
minor dignities, and became the daughter-jn- 
law gf Charles IJ. through her marriage with 
his favorite son by Lucy Walters. Charies 
had created this son duke of Monmouth, but 
on Monmouth's marrying Lady Anne Scott 
he converted her earldom of Buccleuch into 
a dukedom. 

Monmouth, it may be remembered, headed 
a rebellion against his uncle, King James II. 
firmly convinced that his mother had been 
married to King Charles and that he, there- 
fore, had prior rights to the throne and was 
encouraged in his rising by all that Protestant 
element which had become offended by 
James’ efforts to restore Roman Catholicism 
in England. 

> 

Monmouth was defeated, taken prisoner, 
convicted of high treason, and beheaded on 
Tower hill. But while his dukedom of Mon 
mouth was attainted, his widow was left in 
undisturbed enjoyment of her dukedom of 
Buccleuch and of her own honors and vast 
estates. / 


husband. She was deeply attached to him. 
and when, after bidding him farewell on the 
eve of his execution in the tower of London, 
she retired first to Moor park in Hertford- 
shire and afterwards to Dalkeith, she caused 


there to be cut off as a curious token of 
mourning their master’s decapitation. She 
had lost not only her husband but her only 
daughter. 

The little Lady Anne had accompanied the 
duchess to the tower, and there Monmouth 
had given the child, as a farewell memento, 
one of those silken scarfs which the cava- 
lers of the day wore tied across their armor. 
This bit of silk the child refused to part with 
Just a week after the ax fell on Tower hill 
the little girl was found dead in her crib at 
Moor park with Monmouth's scarf pressed 
tight against her lips. She was buried in 
Westminster abbey on Aug. 31, 1685, where 
her tomb is still to be seen to this day. 

— 

Dalkeith, the home of the duke and duchess 
of Buccleuch, near Edinburgh, is full of me- 
mentos of the duke of Monmouth, including 
the suit worn by him on the day of his exe- 
cution. Dalkeith, indeed, is one of the most 
interesting places in all Scotland. It be- 
longed first to the Grahams, who received it 
by a grant from King David I. From them 
it passed through marriage to the Douglases, 
who hospitably entertained there the famous 
historian Froissart, who describes it in his 
“Chronicles.” It was purchased from them 
by the first duchess of Buccleuch in 1642. 41 
most every king of Scotland had sojourned 
beneath its roof. 

Both James I. and Charles I. of England 
held court there. It likewise harbored for a 
time Oliver Cromwell, and it was in the 
dining room at Dalkeith that Gen. Monk 
planned the resforation of Charles II. 
George IV., Queen Victoria, and King Ed- 
ward with Queen Alexandra have all in turn 
been guests at Dalkeith and have had an 
oppertunity of admiring its priceless trea 
ures, including the portrait of the duke of

I- The proposition to tax tea 10 cents a 
pound in order to protect the tea industry of 
South Carolina is an insult to American in- 
telligence. South Carolina, after over twen- 
ty-five years of work, produces on an aver~ 
age little more than 10,000 pounds yearly, 
and that with government assistance.

TROUBLE AMONG PARTNERS 
OF CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL. 


Alfred E. Zapf Declares “Technical 
World” Magazine Was Sold for Half 
Its Value by. His Associates. 


. Dissolution of the partnership controlling 


the American School of Correspondence and 


the American Technical society was asked 
for yesterday in a bill filed by Alfred E. Zapf, 
who claims to own one-fifth interest in the 
business. 

Zapf charges that for years R. T. Miller Jr., 
president of the board of managers of the 
school, has been carrying on a conspiracy to 
drive him from the partnership. The other 
partners, he asserts, are Martin W. Russell 
and Olive C. Miller. 

The gnain offices of the school were trans- 
ferred to Chicago in 1908 and for three years 
it was in a measure associated with the Ar- 
mour Institute of Technology. 

The partners, Zapf asserts, established the 
Technical World company, which publishes 
the Technical World magazine. He charges 
that R- T. Miller Jr. induced him in 1907 to 
consent to the sale of the Technical World 
magazine for $25,000, although it was well 
worth $50,000. 

An audit, Zapf says, showed that the sur- 
plus of the partnership for 1907 aggregated 
$510,443, but Miller revised the figures caus- 
ing them to show a surplus of only 193.270. 
Zapf says the annual income of the schoo! is 
about $2,000 a day. He asks the court to ap- 
point a receiver for the assets pending a 
dissolution of the partnership.
